DISCUSSION OF THE REVISED SURVEY OF INTELLIGENCE ON SOVIET BLOC. MERCHANT 


8. Action: The Executive Secretary was directed to assist the 
Transportation Subcommittee in redrafting the Appendix concerning the 
gaps or deficiencies in shipping intelligence information. Specific 
suggestions to be incorporated in the revised draft were as follows: 


(a) The nature of the intelligence deficiencies should be more 
specifically identified. In addition, the seriousness or 
extent of intelligence deficiency should be indicated. 


(b) The deficiencies listed in column I should be directly cor-. 
: related with the end-use requirements listec in column IT 
and with the possible methods of collection in columm IV. 


(c) In presenting the end-uses for the intelligence listed as 
- “deficient, a distinction should be made between three broad 

areas of agency uses of economic intelligence. These areas 
AnelLude intelligence for (1) economic indications of military 
preparedness, (2) operational. aspects of economic warfare, 
and (3) general economic analysis of capabilities. Within 
these categories more specific andeuses of top priority im- 
portance should be noted.
